In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must 
be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long 
as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1 392, 1 70 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1 971 ). 

As Applicant states, the standard does suggest arranging nodes of th same speed adjacent to one aonther; thus the standard suggests 
arranging nodes with same speed as the parent node and child node. Furthermore, since the child node's speed is capped by the parent 
node's speed when they have different speed capabilties, and each parent node can attach to several child nodes, a higher speed parent 
node is capable of supporting and optimizing several child nodes with several different speeds. Hence, the standard implicitly teaches 
the arranagement. 

Applicant argues that Douceur does not teach connecting ports. Douceur is applied to support the bandwidth reservation in the parent 
node, thus, the parent node must have a higher bandwidth to support the isochronous transmsstion. Regarding to Gorin, Applicant does 
not provide any argument other than merely states Gorin's teaching is not applicable along with Douceur. 
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
